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MR. CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1965* 

The  statistics  indicate  that  in  general  the  health  of  Trowbridge 
compares  quite  favourably  with  that  in  other  areas. 

Few  infectious  diseases  were  reported  other  than  a  measles 
epidemic  which  tends  to  occur  every  two  or  three  years. 

With  regard  to  housing,  the  Clearance  Areas  declared  by 
the  Council  in  Mortimer  Street  and  New  Road  were  approved  by 
the  Ministry  and  dealt  with  by  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  and 
the  occupants  rehoused  as  soon  as  suitable  accommodation  became 
available.
